LONDON,  July  10,  1612  _ 

(BP)  —  England  was  shocked 
today  by  the  audacity  of" a  Bap¬ 
tist  preacher,  Thomas  Helwys, 
who  boldly  stood,  before  the 
court  of  His  Majesty  King  James 
2  and  reminded  the  sovereign 
that  he  “is  not  God.’* 

The  king  promptly  ordered  the 
minister  arrested  and  a  full  in¬ 
vestigation  made  immediately 
Helwys  reportedly  is  the  pastor 
of  an  illegal  Baptist  congregation 
whieh-  meets  m"-Hpn-rtf'rtcr.  "'J'I?T  ' 
north  of  London. 

“The  king  Is  a  mortal  man,”  1 
Helwys  declared  in  his  stinging 
attack,  “and  not  God.  Therefore 
he  has  no  power  over  the  im¬ 
mortal  souls  of  his  subjects  to 
make  laws  and  ordinances  for 
them  and  to  set  spiritul  lords 
over  them." 

The  court,  visibly  stunned  by 
the  outspoken  manner  of  the 
commoner,  stood  aghast  as  the 
preacher  calmly  charged  that  “if 
the  king  have  authority  to  make- 
spiritual  lords  and  laws,  then  he  1 
is  an  immortal  God,  and  not  a  ! 
mortal  man."

<c>  A  eoi  pum  ul  tui  i.ioa  from 
that  wicked  course,  and  an  .ac¬ 
tual  turning  from  that  course  to 
an  attitude  of  submission  to 
God. 

2.  Baptism.  To  me  the  word 
means  exactly  what  it  meant  to 
John  the  Baptist,  to  our  Lord,  to 
Peter,  and  to  Paul.  All  undoubt¬ 
edly  held  the  first  meaning  of 
the  word  to  be  just  that  which 
Is  found  in  every  Greek  lexicon 
1  ever  saw.  Dr.  Wilbur  M.  Smith, 
present  editor  of  Peloubet's  Not¬ 
es,  says,  ‘‘Certainly  one  must 
admit  that  Jesus  was  taken  down 
into  the  water,  and  everything 
in  the  text  implies  that  He  was 
Immersed.  Why  bother  about 
going  down  to  the  river  to  be 
baptized,  when  a  cup  of  water 
in  Jerusalem  would  do  just  as 
wrll  if  sprinkling  or  pouring 
were  the  method  used.  And  the 
one  who  is  writing  these  lines, 
does  not  happen  to  be  a  Baptist." 

We  are  told  the  Baptism  of f 
our  Lord  was  in  the  River  Jor¬ 
dan,  and  we  are  told  that  John 
the  Baptist  performed  it,  but  we 
do  not  know  just  where. 

•You  are,  of  course,  privileged 
.  lo-assi  gn  -what  meaning  you  will 
to  the  Baptism  of  Jesus.  To  me 
it  seems  most  patent  that  in  the 
act  of  baptism,  our  Lord  assum¬ 
ed  full  identity  with  the  sinners 
whom  Hd'came  to  save.  He  sym¬ 
bolically  took  upon  Himself  the 
sinful  nature  of  His  brethren  in  i 
the  flesh.  By  this  act  of  baptism 
He  also  dedicated  Himself  to  the  1 
performance  of  His  saving  mis¬ 
sion.  It  was  His  pledge  and  de¬ 
claration  to  God  and  man  that 
He  would  complete  His  course

of  condescension  for  the  salva-  1 
tion  of  man  down  to  the  lowest 
depths  of  a  criminal's  grave,  I 
whence  t'he  Spirit  of  God  would'

"But  what,"  someone  asks,  “is 
the  meaning  of  baptism  as  it  is 
administered  to  the  Christian 
convert?”  I  do  not  know  what  it 
means  to  you,  and  I  certainly 

to  the  individual  who  submits 
himself  to  it,  or  to  the  preacher 
who  administers  it.  Personally  I 
seein  to  stand  in  the  company  of 
a  decided  minority  in  the  'belief 
I  entertain  concerning  it.  To  me 
it  is  a  symbolic  action,  just  as 
it  is  to  almost  the  whole  body 
of  Protestant  believers;  but  to 
me  it  sympolizes  just  two  tilings: 
The  burial  and  the  resurrection 
of  Jesus.

VIRGINIA  is  one  of  the  sev¬ 
enteen  Monopoly  states  —  that 
is  the  state  itself  is-  in  the  liquor 
business.  Note  results  following 
adoption  of  the  Monopoly  plan: 

ifospital  Reports  show  that  al¬ 
coholic  cases  increased  over  500 
per  cent  in  Staunton,  Virginia, 
and  700  per  cent  in  Petersburg, 
Virginia*  state  hospitals  after 
liquor  was  legalized. 

Police  Court  records  show  that 
dr’rnkenhes. 


Records  show  that  alcoholic 
'  psychosis  (insanity  from  drink) 
increased  700  per  cent  after  the 
-staxe-wcnt  in  the  liquor  business, 
Reports  of  the  AUbama  Al¬ 
coholic  Beverage  Control  Board 
show  that  agents  of  the  Board 
made  1,271  cases  against  boot¬ 
leggers  before  legalization  and 
3,450  the  first  year  of  legaliza¬ 
tion.

Con¬ 
sider  this:  A/t  executive  of  a 
liquor  dealer’*  organization  stat¬ 
ed  that  there  were  110,000  more 
Federal  Liquor  Stamps  (Federal 
'License  -in  the  United  States 
than  state  license  or  permits. 
The  two  states  which  have  not 
legalized  liquor,  Mississippi  and 
Oklahoma  have  in  round  num¬ 
ber*  a  total  of  2,000  Federal 
Liquor  stamps.  This  leaves  108,- 
900  in  the  46  wet  states  an  av¬ 
erage  of  2377  per  state.  The  wet 
states  have  therefore,  an  average 
of  2348  liquor  sellers  who  have 
no  state  license.  Bootleggers  they 
are. 


KENTUCKY  is  also  a  wet 
state,  and  as  much  whiskey  is 
distilled  in  Kentucky  as  in  all 
the  other  states;  but  the  people 
have  outlawed  liquor  in  92  of 
the  120  counties,  and  there  are 
additional  dry  areas  in  other 
counties.  Of  the  92  counties  vot¬ 
ing  liquor  out  only  one  in  a  ten 
year  period  has  voted  it  in  a- 
gain.  Why,  if  legal  liquor  is  best 
did  not  the  people  in  the  91  dry 
counties  see  their  mistake  and 
hasten  to  relegalize  it?

The  True  God

The  archbishop  of  Canterbury  ' 
before  Queen  Elizabeth  II  was  | 
crowned,  said  to  his  congrega- 
tion,  “The  great  solemnity  of  | 
the  coronation  means  that  the 
queen  comes  to  accept  her 
temporal  kingdom,  power  and 
|  glory  front  God.  As  she  received  j 
it  from  God,  so  she  would  exer¬ 
cise  it  according  to  God’s  Word 
and  will  by  His  constant  grace.” 
Such  a  sublime  conception!  If 
this  later  part  is  real,  it  should 
give  “solemnity.”  Such  a  con¬ 
ception  would  apply  equally  to 
my  little  life. 

Yet  we  are  living  in  a  day  1 
when  people  try  to  blur  the 
idea  of  God  by  speaking  of  Him 
as  “Higher  Power,”  “Supreme 
Mind,’’  “Truth”  and  “Love.”  Or 
they  challenge  us  to  define  God. 
To  think  of  God  as  a  “principle” 
or  as  “power”  is  like  thinking  of 
man  as  certain  chemicals.  To 
say  “God  is  mind”  is  inadequate. 

God  is  a  person,  the  Supreme 
One.  Iu.m)  Llud.  Ik  u  a  pc-ison 
means  that  He  is  a  self,  some¬ 
what  like  ourselves,  who  thinks, 
feels  and  wills.  Here  words  be¬ 
come  inadequate.  We  can  only 
partly  comprehend  God.  He  is 
entirely  too  great  for  the  small 
recepticles  of  our  minds.  But  a 
God  who  is  a  person  is  the  only 
kind  of  God  who,  to  use  Walter 
Lippman’s  phrase,  is  "available 
for  religious  purposes." 

G.  K.  Chesterton  once  said 
that  the  sun  does  not  rise  “mere- 
|  ly  as  the  result  of  the  earth’s 
|  motion.”  It  rises  because  God 
says,  “Get  up!”  That  is  the  kind 
of  God  we  have,  and  we  make 
no  apology  for  Him.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C. — (RNS) 
— Senator  William  Langer  (R- 
N.  D.)  has  re-introduced  his  bill 
to  ban  liquorv  advertising  from 
interstate  commerce  but  temper¬ 
ance  leaders  here  indicated  they 
will  not  support  it,  seeking  in¬ 
stead  to  outlaw  only  “beercast¬ 
ing”  over  radio  and  television. 

The  Langer  bill  would  pro¬ 
hibit  liquor  advertising  in  peri¬ 
odicals  as  well  as  over  the  air. 

Officials  of  temperance  groups 
said  they  do  not  believe  the  Lan¬ 
ger  bill  has  any  chance  of  pas¬ 
sage.  But  they  feel  there  is 
i  enough  popular  support  to  force 


through  a  drastic  curb  on  the  ad¬ 
vertising  of  alcoholic  beverage* 
over  the  airwaves. 

A  bill  to  piohibit  “beercasting” 

1  is  expected  to  he  introduced  soon 
1  in  both  Houses  of  Congress. 

Temperance  leaders  point  out 
that  the  airwaves  are  public 
property,  subject  to  Congress iorv- 
al  regulations,  and  hence  no  con¬ 
stitutional  question  is  involved. 
|  Since  radio  and  television  in¬ 
vade  the  privacy  of  the  home  and 
cross  state  lines  into  “dry”  areas, 
they  say,  citizens  have  no  effec¬ 
tive  means  of  keeping  out  liquor 
|  advertising.
